"are of our common schools: \ . 
should use our every effort to 
make them the very best possi- 
"e; we should try to remove any- 
ing that retards their progress. 
Even though the teacher is not 
of the best, or is not our choice, 
we could get much better results 
if we did everything we could to 
help them, encourage them, and 
show them that we expected 
something of them, than if we 
fought them and tried to tear 
down all they try to do. 

It is a common expresssion 
among patrons "That teacher is 
no good; I will just keep my chil- 
dren at home." 

For the sake of your own boys 
and girls do not say that. Just 
think who is injured bv that 
method of revenge; the teacher 
is not seriously -injured by that; 
they draw their money just the 
same; but, on the other hand, 
your child only had fourteen years 
in which to obtain its education, 
and the loss of one year may so 
discourage it that it will not take 
the proper interest thereafter, 
and lose its chance of .education. 

Now, some parents say "Well, 
I don't expect to give my child- 
ren much of an education; just so 
they can road and write; that' 
all I had." If you are not going 
to give them an education what, 
in the name of God, do you ex- 
pect to gkve$em? 

Again, some parents say that 
children never pay for their rais- 
ing. Did it never occur to you 
that you owe your children the 
very best that you can do for 
them, and such training as will 
enable them to live a useful and 
" appy life? 
Give them better preparation, 



comes your duty to call your board 
together and see what steps 
be taken.. 

There seems to be a general 
complaint that teachers do not 
put in the required time. The 
trustee should see to this and if 
any teacher fails to do 
work the trustee should not sign 
any reports for such teacher, 
i Now, to the teachers I would 
jsay that they should be wide- 
tawake, earnest and conscientious 
in their work. A teacher is not 
able to handle a school when he is 
not able to handle the patrons; 
by this I mean you , must secure 
the co-operation of the patrons. 
You say you cannot secure the co- 
operation of the patrons, for they 
are against you. Suppose you 
call on these patrons and explain 
to them that you are earnestly 
working for their children's edu- 
cation. A teacher to make a suc- 
cess should be a good mixer. I 
don't mean that you should mix 
up with every wrangle of your 
district: rather steer clear of 
them; but be sociable; let them 
feel that you are their friend, 
and if possible make friends of 
them. 

Now, the county pays the tui- 
tion in high school for all com- 
mon school graduates. How Many , 
will yoa send in from your school 
for the January examination? 
Every t»<wher «V "d strive to 
have sw aeh year. 

The patrons u. yu„. strict help 
pay the cost of your county high 
schools, and should receive some 
of the benefits. 

A teacher cannot accomplish 
much without a regularly pre- 
scribed course of studies. This 
the State Superintendent furnish- 
es and urges that it be followed, 
and that all schools be closely and 
strictly graded. Each teacher 
should leave such a record on the 
teacher's record book as will en- 
able his successor to know where 
to begin, and to show what each 
pupil has accomplished. This re- 
cord should be left with the 
trustee, and this trustee should 
be on hand at the opening of the 
school with this record, and help 
clean up the house and see that 
the school is furnished with the 
necessities. 

And now, in conclusion, I want 
„ say that the taxpayers of your 
county are taxed at the rate of 
twenty cents on each one hun- 
dred dollars' worth of taxable 
property, as returned by the as- 
sessor and certified by the State 
Board of Equalization, which pro- 
duces a considerable sum of mon- 
ey to be expended in the upbuild-

Special agents of the postoffice department are traveling arot 
over the country dropping into newspaper offices whenl least 
pected to examine subscription lists, to ascertain if the regulation 
requiring payment of subscriptions is being observed. Several 
Iowa newspapers have been in trouble and here is a case told by 
the Desmoines Capital: 

"Editor Fay. of Lyons, Iowa, has been called to Washington city 
because his subscription list is not as well paid up as the law re- 
, quires. He will have to explain to the government officials why he 
n a . as not compelled his subscribers to pay up according to the postal 
and rules. It seems a little tough that country editors have to be haul- 
that ed up 1'etore the government under the charge of violating federal 
'•red ,a\ys just because they do not eternally keep dunning their sub- 
no senbera for the small sums they owe on subscription*, but it is like 
holt the end of the world, no one knows when it cometh, and no editor 
knows what day an inspector may pop m and ask to see his list. 
And if too many subscribers are behind on their paper it means 
trouble with the government. It puts an editor in such shape that 
he is compelled to force his collections unless he has an 
prompt paying list of subscribers. "
